CONFIRMED IN LONDON. 


LONDON, April 27.—According to a special dispatch received here tod-ay from Madrid, the Spanish Min-, 


aster of Marine, Admiral Bermejo, received a cipher message from the Spanish-admiral in command at Manila, 
Admiral Montejo, announcing that after taking the measures necessary to organize the naval defenses of Ma- 
nila and Cavite, he was a^out to sail with his squadron to take up a position and await the com.ing of the 


United States fleet. 


The Spanish Minister of Marine, the special dispatch continues, forthwith communicated with Premier 


Sagasta, who summoned the Minister of War, General Correo, and tlie Ministers held a conference. 


Shortly afterward another dispatch arrived from the Captain-General of the Philippine Islands an- 


nouncing the military measures he is taking to support the action of the Spanish squadron and 
to defend 


Manila, Cavite and other places against any American attempts to land in combination with the insurgents. 


The news soon reached the clubs and the newspapers and created an immense sensation. 
The Minister of Marine expressed the belief eliait the United States squadron would reach Manila in 


about sixty hours, and a battle therefore is expected in about three d-ays. 


The naval men here who are acquainted'with the Philippine islands believe the Spanish squadron will 


take up position near Cavite, so as to T>» supported 'by the toatteries /there and at Manila.

SANTA CRUZ, Cal., April 27.—The scene of the powder mill explosion 


looks desolate this morning. All that remains of the 
gun-cotton plant 
is 


swie twisted iron and a large hols in the ground made by the nitro glycer- 


ine. 


It is now known that eleven persons were killed. Besides those killed 


by the explosion, an employe named Decosoa, who had suffered from heart 
disease, dropped dead at his home this morning as the result of the shock. 
H. Connelly had several ribs broken. It is thought that a main named Miller 
•was killed, as his horse with both of its eyes blown out was found where 
he left the animal. Two others named Miller were 1n the list of killed. 


The houses occupied by employees on Powder Mill Flait are a mass of 


ruins. An air of sadness and gloom prevails here. 


The bodies of those killed, with the exception of Gilleran, are unrecogniz- 


able, having been frightful! mangled. H. O. Butler, who was thought to have 
escaped, is among the dead. 


Coroner Clark will hold an inquest to-day. The flag in the Plaza hangs 


at half-mast, out of respect to the memory of tho dead. 


The bodies of C. A. Cole and H. C. Butler were recovered this morning. 


Both were carpenters. 


It Is definitely known that the explosion was the result of an accident 


due to the spontaneous combustion of nitro glycerine.
